Mr. Hurwit announced yes¬ 
terday that a new corporation 
has been formed by members 
of his family and a friend to 
operate the shoe store at 41 N. 
Baldwin. 

The store was closed several 
months ago when Mr. Hurwit 
was forced into bankruptcy be¬ 
cause of a damage suit leveled 
against him in Los Angeles 
Superior Court. The suit grew 
out of an automobile accident 
involving Mr. Hurwit’s son. 

The assets of the store were 
sold in bankruptcy court and 
most of the stock, fixtures and 
accessories were liquidated.

Louis A. Devron, 533 Sturtevant Drive, one of the first resi¬ 
dents in Sierra Madre Canyon and former flutist in the royal 
orchestra under Czar Nicholas of Russia, died May 6. He was 79. 
Mr. Devron. a native of Smolensk, Russia, came to Southern 


California with his wife, Leah M 
Madre Canyon 43 years ago. 

In addition to his service in 
the royal orchestra, Mr. Devron 
was a sergeant in the czar’s 
army before leaving Russia. 

Mr. Devron’s musical back¬ 
ground is reflected in his sons, 
both of whom are nationally- 
known musicians. 

One of the sons, George, is a 
concert violinist and is concert 
master of the CBS-TV orchestra 
in Chicago. He directed t h e 
Academy Award Archestras of 
1937-39, and made a European 
tour in 1949. He received his 
first lessons from his father. 

The other son, Erwin, of 
Washington, D. C., is a nation¬ 
ally-known pianist and conduc¬ 
tor who has entertained at 
functions for Presidents Roose¬ 
velt, Truman and Eisenhower, 
for Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon and for the Queen Moth¬ 
er of England. 

In addition to the sons, there 
are two (laughters—Mrs. Rose 
Milner of Hollywood, wife of 
Dan Milner, motion picture pro¬ 
ducer, and Mrs Monette Veiner. 
wife of Dr. Fred P. Veiner of 
Hollywood. 

Survivors besides the widow 
and children include seven 
grandchildren and two great 
grandchldren. 

Both sons came here from the 
East to attend services for Mr. 
Devron, which were held yes¬ 
terday in Los Angeles.

Lanterman 
Urges State 
Water Control 

Southern California must do 
a better job in solving its water 
problems or this area will be 
"picking up the tab for the 
whole state,” Frank Lanterman. 
GOP assemblyman for the 48th 
District, warned Tuesday. 

Mr. Lanterman, who spoke 
before the Sierra Madre Kiwan- 
is Club, said that because of 
the concentration of population 
in Southern California this part 
of the state may find itself pay¬ 
ing an unjustly large amount 
of the total water bill. 

He also urged state law and 
regulation regarding the steps 
necessary to meet our water 
needs. 

“I think California should di¬ 
rect its own water law,” the 
assemblyman said. “It would 
be fine if the Federal Govern¬ 
ment would act as our partner 
in solving our water problems 
but tlie government should 
work under state direction, as 
•< guest in our house.” 

Mr. Lanterman, a member of 
the State Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee, pointed out 
that this year’s budget of one 
billion, 779 million dollars was 
about 43 million dollars higher 
than the amount requested by 
Gov. Knight. 

Much of this extra money, he 
explained, was spent to meet 
emergency situations caused by 
floods last winter, and over 
half of it—914 million—will go 
back to local government. 

Mr. Lanterman, whose home 
is in La Canada, will seek re- 
election this fall. 


GOB Has 2-1 
Margin Here 

Republicans, as usual, out¬ 
numbered Democrats in the 
recently concluded party reg¬ 
istration in Sierra Madre by 
better than 2 to 1. 

Of a total of 4,924 new reg¬

Permit Extended Under 
Old Zoning Ordinance 

A thorny problem involving construction of a new Bethany 
Church here was settled in the church’s favor Tuesday night at 
the City Council meeting. 

The church, represented by its pastor, Robert N. Schaper, 
requested and was unanimously granted a 60-day extension of 


its building permit. This clears 
the way for demolition work on 
the old church building at Mon- 
tecito and Baldwin. 

A church request to have its 
property included in Fire Zone 
2 instead of Zone 1, however, 
was denied. 

Bethany was granted a build¬ 
ing permit last Sept. 26, only 
three days before the new zon¬ 
ing ordinance was passed. Sixty 
days later, however, the permit 
expired since it is required that 
work start within that period 
and be continued to keep the 
permit valid. 

In addition, the new ordi¬ 
nance requires one automobile 
parking space for every five 
seats in a church, a condition 
that was not included under 
the old ordinance. 

Rev. Schaper explained that 
if the old permit had not been 
etxended, the church would 
have lost at least $15,000 to 
$20,000. This is the amount it 
spent on the purchase of prop¬ 
erty, architect’s fees and on 
other incidentals before the old 
permit was granted last Sep¬ 
tember. 

If Rev. Schaper's request had 
been turned down, the church 
would have had to redesign all 
its plans. 

The extension was granted 
on a motion by Councilman 
Lome Pratt and seconded by 
Harold Roberts. Mr. Roberts, in 
seconding the motion, pointed 
out that “church business is 
not like other business.” 

Mayor Charles H. James 
warned that the extension 
should not be considered a 
precedent under which other 
individuals o r organizations 
may ignore provisions of the 
new zoning ordinance. 

The Council also voted unan¬ 
imously to reopen on June 30 
the Canyon Swimming Pool 
and to hire Harold S. Turner 
as manager and Harold S. 
Turner Jr. as life guard. 

This action was taken despite 
a recommendation from the 
Recreation Commission that 
the pool be closed because of 
safety hazards and the lack of 
parking facilities. This is the 


third straight year the commis¬ 
sion has recommended closing 
the pool. 

The Council tabled a pro¬ 
posed resolution that would 
have authorized the Police De¬ 
partment to erect stop signs on 
all streets intersecting with 
Grand View. The resolution, 
which appears certain to be 
adopted at the next Council 
meeting, designates Grand 
View as a through highway. 

The resolution, presented by 
Police Chief Gordon G. McMil¬ 
lan, was tabled because coun¬ 
cil men were uncertain as to

Library Exhibit Varies 
In Style, Technique

Sierra Madre is again favored with a most appealing art 
show. 

The new show, now on at the Library Gallery, would do 
credit to any art exhibition. Three of the nation’s outstanding 
artists, Richard Haines, Dan Lutz and Millard Sheets, are dis¬ 


playing an all water-color show 
— the first to be seen in the 
gallery. 

This is a show that is a de¬ 
light to the eye and one’s aes¬ 
thetic sense — and makes re¬ 
viewing easy, particularly so if 
one is partial to water colors. 
In spite of the limitations of 
the medium one finds a great 
diversity of style and technique. 

Millard Sheets, nationally 
known painter and designer, 
perhaps represents the most 
traditional in water color. The 
English school of the very 
transparent wash is closely 
represented in “Noon Day, San 
Xavier.” 

The simple washes of earth 
and sky, in proper complement, 
are offset by the detail and 
darker colors of the figures and 
architecture. 

Sheets uses washes more 
freely in most of his works— 
for example, “Ajax Hill, Aspen, 
Colorado,” with much action, 
and “lows,” the bleak, wintry 
farm and the poor, cold horses. 

Sheets demonstrates his ca¬ 
pable flair for color in “Throw 
Nets,” obviously a scene of the 
South Pacific, with its kaleido¬ 
scopic colors pleasant to the 
eye. 


From the traditional water 
colorist we now pass to the less 
transparent technique, that of 
Richard Haines. These are 
paintings done in the most in¬ 
tricate style with great skill. 


The Friends of the Sierra 
Madre Library have an¬ 
nounced the third in their 
current Art Forum Series. 

The discussion, moderated 
by Kenneth Sheets, will fea¬ 
ture one of the Library's cur¬ 
rent exhibitors, Richard 
Haines, noted painter.

cause of their supposed incite¬ 
ment of juvenile delinquency. 

Many claim that the sharp 
climb of juvenile delinquency 
can be laid in large part at the 
feet of comics depicting crime, 
violence and brutality—and the 
extremists in this regard say 
youthful crimes and immorality 
are directly inspired by comics. 

One of the cases often cited 
in support of this view is a Mil¬ 
waukee murder case. The young 
slayer said he conceived from a 
comic book the idea of weight¬ 
ing his victim’s, body with a 
cement block before pitching it 
into the river. 

Now, doesn’t it seem strange 
that the cement block lent it¬ 
self so handily to the fulfill¬ 
ment of the comic book plot? 

Especially when the youth in¬ 
sisted the murder was acciden¬ 
tal and thus unplanned? 

And isn’t there significance 
in the fact that thousands of 
other readers of the same comic 
strip apparently were unaffect¬ 
ed by its suggestiveness, or at 
any rate not to the point of 
murder (which was the crime 
committed—not disposal of the 
body)?

Around and About 

With

On a day in April, 1947, ap¬ 
peared my last previous col¬ 
umn in The News under this 
caption, ending two years of 
weekly columns of facts and 
impressions of six trips to the 
countries of western Europe. 

The first three months of this 
year, 1956, I made my seventh 
trip, this one to Italy only. It 
was to be very different from 
any of the others. 

I had been warned against 
going to Italy in winter. I be¬ 
lieved it when I was told the 
famous Italian skies would oft¬ 
en be shrouded in clouds, from 
which copious waters would 
untimely pour. But circum¬ 
stances gave me no choice. I 
had errands to perform, and I 
could not go in summer. 

My train trip of three days 
and two nights across 3,250 
miles of the U. S. A. was, as 
always, interesting and com¬ 
fortable. Seen from this angle, 
the topography of our country 
presents as many contrasts of 
nature and humanity as all of 
Europe. 

From New York to Genoa 
the nine-day voyage was both 
comfortable and lively aboard 
the S. S. Andrea Doria of the 
Italian Line, a 700-ft. length of 
fine construction and beautiful 
appointments, fully air-condi¬ 
tioned from stem to stern and 
well-stocked with substantial 


Otho G. Lord, Superior Court 
commissioner for the last 10 
years and now a candidate to 
succeed Judge Georgian Bul¬ 
lock in Office 28 of Superior 
Court, lives a few blocks out¬ 
side Sierra Madre but he and 
his family pretty much belong 
to us.

His standing among lawyers 
is evidenced by the fact that 
last week the Los Angeles Bar 
Association took a plebiscite in 
which, according to newspaper 
reports, Judge Lord got the 
highest number of votes. 

I believe he is registered as 
a Republican and I am a Dem¬ 
ocrat. But judges do not run as 
partisans, and I feel that Judge 
Lord is just the sort of man 
we should have in our Superior 
Court. 

He is also a veteran, gradu¬ 
ating from high school at the 
age of 17 and enlisting in the 
Rainbow Division in World 
War I, in which he was twice 
wounded in action. After that 
war, he worked his way 
through law school by copy¬ 
reading and proofreading on 
the Los Angeles Times.

lawyers as smooth as money 
could buy paid Chotiner $6,000 
to fly across the country to rep¬ 
resent them was their belief 
that he had political influence 
and would use it. 

At least, one witness testified 
that that was the reason. 

One also can’t help feeling 
that when two White House 
aides made telephone calls, 
asking certain persons to con¬ 
fer with Chotiner, it was be¬ 
cause of Chotiner’s close asso¬ 
ciation with Mr. Nixon. 

It’s amazing how men in pol¬ 
itics can brush off all implica¬ 
tions of influence peddling by 
their crowd and magnify simi¬ 
lar implications among their 
opponents into proofs of a sea 
of corruption. 

The best way to feel sure a 
man on your side is as clean 
as a hound’s tooth is to refrain 
from looking carefully at his 
teeth. 


PRESENTLY the House Ways 
and Means Committee is study¬ 
ing my bill (H. J. Res. 197) 
which would make the punish¬ 
ment fit the crime. 

It would fix a mandatory 
sentence of not less than five 
years for first offense peddlers, 
not less than ten years for sec¬ 
ond offenders, and life impris¬ 
onment for third offenders. For 
repeated offenders there would 
be no suspended sentences or 
probation and the death penal¬ 
ty would be possible for ped¬ 
dlers repeatedly convicted of 
selling to minors. 

The bill would transfer en¬ 
forcement from the Treasury 
Department to the Justice De¬ 
partment and the FBI, the most 
competent interstate law en¬ 
forcement agency. The present, 
legal situation is that trained 
state and federal narcotics of¬ 
ficers can only stand around 
and wait until the drugs have 
entered, then try to find them. 

It is estimated that the 
amount of narcotics confiscated 
by customs officers at the bor¬ 
ders is only 1 percent of that 
which gets in. 

If we manage to choke the 
traffic by making peddling 
punisment certain and severe, 
we have solved only half the 
problem. Something must be 
done about the already con¬ 
firmed addicts who, deprived of 
their ready supplies, resort to 
violent crimes to support their 
habits. 


OF COURSE, it’s quite legal 
and accepted practice for law¬ 
yers to defend bad men. If the 
latter couldn’t hire lawyers, the 
judge would appoint a lawyer 
to defend them. That, theoreti¬ 
cally, Is fair play. 

Sometimes, though, impor¬ 
tant crooks hire lawyers so 
much abler than those oppos¬ 
ing them that the contests are 
like contests between Rocky 
Marciano and some bantam¬ 
weight. 

Even so, it is quite another 
matter for a lawyer to be hired 
because of his supposed influ¬ 
ence on persons in high places. 

And it doesn’t do the latter 
any good to assert that what 
most people think is improper 
is quite all right. Mr. Truman, 
for one, learned that, to his 
sorrow.

MY BILL contains provisions 
for improving the treatment of 
addicts. True, rehabilitation is 
difficult and in many cases 
impossible. But with better fa¬ 
cilities, the amount of care ac¬ 
corded an addict would in¬ 
crease. Constant research may 
result in the development of 
effective treatment for a much 
larger percentage of the cases. 

Addicts today are usually 
treated as criminals. They 
should be cared for as patients 
who have fallen victims to the 
peddlers’ poison involuntarily, 
either through coercion by as¬ 
sociates or by lack of knowl¬ 
edge. 

My bill would assist schools 
in making information avail¬ 
able to teachers and students 
on the horrors of drug addic¬ 
tion. Such information is in 
many areas lacking today. 
Newspapers chiefly have been 
carrying the ball on narcotic 
education. The scope of this 
education should be extended 
to the schools.

ican Gothic”—the gaunt, rug¬ 
ged American farmer. 

“Quiet Pier” strikes me as 
one of the most touching works 
in the show—the limited'pal¬ 
ette, the delicate color tones 
and fine composition create a 
very effective mood. 

Richard Haines demonstrates 
the modern use of water color, 
much as he uses oils, but the 
coloring is more delicate. The 
characteristic geometric pat¬ 
terns make his style distinctive, 
yet representational. 

Dan Lutz presents the third 
style seen at the show. Here is 
an entirely different technique, 
yet with very effective results. 

Lutz uses his paints most 
heavily. There is very little of 
the wash seen in the finished 
product. There is considerable 
overlay and much use of the 
dry brush. His color scheme is 
flamboyant and yet not offen¬ 
sive. The handling of the color 
is extremely clever, producing 
strong lights and darks. This is 
particularly evident in “Roof 
Tops" and “Village Hall”—very 
colorful paintings with glowing 
yellows and blues and greens. 
Yet Lutz can produce a striking 
mood with subdued colors, as 
in "Wintry Range” and “Ocean 
Inlet.” 

All three of these artists are 
highly original and prolific. 
They have won innumerable 
awards the country over and 
their works are represented in 
numerous art museums and 
galleries. 

This is a show that will be 
hard to excel and will be sure 
to please the most diversified 
tastes.

Of 10 Countries in 100 Days

Mr. and Mrs. W. F. Schregardus of 1727 Claridge Ave., Ar¬ 
cadia, recently returned from an around-the-world tour which 
took in 10 countries in 100 days. 

The tour was aboard a 75- 
passenger cargo-liner out of 
New York which called at 20 
ports, beginning with Honolulu. 
Then came Yokohama, Kobe, 
Hong Kong, Manila, Singapore, 
Penang, Colombo, Bombay, Ka¬ 
rachi, Cairo and several stops 
in Italy and France. 

Upon landing in Japan, the 
Schregarduses embarked upon 
a four-day inland tour between 
Yokohama and Kobe during 
which they visited temples, 
shrines, palaces, and Mount 
Fuji Yama. Then, to China. 

“Hong Kong, with Kow Loon 
and Singapore, were by far the 
most interesting of the port cit¬ 
ies,” Mr. Schregardus said. 
“English once more after an 
interim of Japanese control, 
they are colorful, glamorous 
and progressive. Being free 
ports, they have the world’s 
cheapest markets and a large 
tourist trade.” 

The couple found Penang, on 
the Malay peninsula, “a small 
edition of Singapore." 

“Both have excellent botani¬ 
cal gardens,” Mrs. Schregardus 
recalled, "but one of the 
world’s best gardens is in Co¬ 
lombo, in Ceylon." 

After a port tour of Bombay, 
chartered planes tooK the party 
to Delhi, the new capital of In¬ 
dia. 

“It is the seventh time in 
5,000 years that Delhi has been 
the capital," Mr. Schregardus 
said, “and ruins of the previous 
cities are scattered over a large 
area.” 

After Delhi came an auto 
tour of 125 miles to Agra, 
where they visited the Taj Ma¬ 
hal and other historic buildings 
and forts—“all either beautiful 
or immense.” 

The Schregarduses found Del¬ 
hi and Agra, where (he historic 
buildings were erected centur¬ 
ies ago by the Moslem conquer¬ 
ors of India, the “high spot of 
the entire tour.” 

From Delhi, the party was 
flown to Karachi, capital of 
Pakistan. Then came Cairo, 
where the couple visited the 
Pyramids and the Sphinx and 
“rode the camels.” 

Near Suez, they saw Egyptian 
troops training with Russian 
tanks, but they saw little other 
military activity during their 
tour of the explosive Middle 
East and ran into no riots. 

The stops in France and Italy 
were old stuff to the Schre¬ 
garduses, who visited those 
countries on a recent European 
tour. 

Asked to sum up their im¬ 
pressions of the extensive tour, 
the couple replied: “We have 
seen how the other half lives, 
and we wonder how they do it.”

Wien your recipe calls for 
several cups of cooked chicken, 
it is more economical to pre¬ 
pare it yourself. 

Buy a stewing chicken, welch¬ 
ing from 2\n to 5 lbs. A 4V4 lb. 
stewing lien yields about 3 cups 
firmly packed, coarsely diced 
conked meat for salads, curry, 
etc. 

To Simmer: Disioint chicken. 
Wash pieces and put into a laroe 
kettle. Add hot water to barolv 
cover chicken, 1 sliced onion, 6 
whole cloves, a few celery’ tops. 
1 carrot, 1 bay leaf. 1 Thsp. salt 
and a good sprinkle of black 
penner. 

Cover kettle and bring water 
to boil. Lower flame to main¬ 
tain simmering beat (bubbles 
rently break at surface of liquid). 
Simmer until ehicken is fork 
tender. Time will vary with size 
and tenderness of the bird. Al¬ 
low 2% to 4 hrs. 

When cbirken is tender, lift 
pioees out of broth and put in 
shallow dish to cool. Strain broth 
and set container in pan of ice 
water to cool auicklv. Remove 
chicken from bones. Refrigerate 
chicken and broth within 14 hr. 
after cooking is done.
